President Smith Makes'•Recommenda- 


tion for New Buildings at State 


School In Janesville.

Madison, "Wis., Feb..4.—The success 


that the state has had in the manufac- 
ture of binder twine at the state's 
prison at "Waupun was the spbject of 
a detailed discussion before the joint 
finance cpmrnittee of the legislature 
yesterday afternoon. 
Practically all 


of the afternoons of this week will be 
occupied by the committee in the con- 
sideration of the budget for the state 
charitable and penal institutions. The 
estimated disbursements of the board 
for the year 1915-16 is 12,871,817 and 
for the year 1916-17 the ' estimate is 
$2,^05.326. 
Most of the time yester- 
day was spent in a consideration of 
the necessary appropriations for- the 
prison, the industrial school for boys 
at Waukesha and for the school for 
the blind at Janesville. 


Cottages for Blind. 


In discussing the work at the school 


for the blind. President 
Smith told 
how the population of the institution 
had increased, and asked the commit- 
tee for additional cottage 
buildings 
there. 
He said there were fifty-nine 
blind children that should be at the 
institution now that cannot be cared 
for. 
The estimates of the board show 
that $107,601 will be necessary to op- 
erate the institution next 
year and 


$8,1,280 the year following. 
Of this 
sum $23,500 will be used 
the 
first 
year and $9,200 the second year for 
building improvements. 


_ Make Profit on Twine. 


The discussion of 
the • appropria- 
tions at the prison precipitated a long 
argument on the binder twine plant, 
interspersed with many questions from 
members of the legislature. President 
Ralph B. Smith of the state board of 
control said that the operation of the 
binder twiue. plant 
for 
twenty-one 
months resulted in a profit of $63,000. 
Mr. Smith said that private companies 
had asked the right of auditing the 
work of the plant and that these com- 
panies contended that 
an 
amount 
should be allowed for depreciation and 
interest on money invested, but he 
added that it was found that even 
when these sums were 
allowed the 
plant still had a profit of about $9.000 
He said that the state employed about 
ninety prisoners at this work, and 
that it was able to sell its twine at 
from three-fourths of a cent to nearly 
two cents below what private nianu- 
! facturers offered twine, and still make 
a profit at the business'. 


"The prison reached its high mark 
last week, when the population was 
819," said Mr. Smith, "yet he said that 
the state of Minnesota had a prison 
population of about 1,100 
and 
that 
Wisconsin stands fourth in the list for 
being good." 


New Buildings Needed. 


The report of;the board shows that 


J44.900 is desired this year and ?31,000 
the year following for a new cell wing 
and administrative building at the in- 
stitution, and that upwards of $36 000 
will be needed in the next biennium 
for machinery and equipment. 


President >Smith recommended to 
the committee that the age at which 
boys should be retained at the indus- 
trial school at Waukesha should be 
reduced from 21 years to 18 years. He 
said that a boy 18 years of age must 
realize what is right and wrong, if he 
ever -will. 
He believed at that age 
they should be given a chance and if 
they still violated the law there would 
be nothing further to do but to send 
them to Green Bay reformatory for 
further reformation. 
The population 
of that institution is 411, an increase 
of over sixty in the last year. Unless 
the age limit is reduced an additional 
building at a cost of about $23,000 will 
be necessary to house the boys. If 
the age limit is cut this proposed ap- 
propriation may be omitted, he said 
Hearings on 
other 
charitable and 
penal institutions were' continued be- 
fore the joint 'finance committee this 
afternoon. .

VAN HORN ARRESTED 


ON MAINE WARRANT 


Charged With Damaging Property In 


Vanceboro as Result of Ex- 


plosion on Bridge. 


Vanceboro, Me., Feb. 
4.—Werner 
Van Horn, who attempted to blow up 
the international bridge over the St. 
Croix river, was arraigned today on a 
warrant issued by a local trial justice 
charging him with defacing and in- 
juring buildings in Vanceboro. 
The 


injury to the buildings was caused by 
the shock of the explosion when Van 
Horn exploded a charge of dynamite 
under the bridge. 


T« Avoid Complication. 
This move was made, it is under- 
stood, to avoid possible complication 
m further detaining 
the 
dynamiter 
without a formal charge having been 
made against him. 


Van Horn will be given a hearing 
later tnis afternoon. 
It is expected 
that he will be surrendered by the 
state to federal jurisdiction and trans- 
ferred to Bangor or Portland for a 
hearing before a federal commissioner 
on the application of the British gov- 
ernment for the extradition of tht 
prisoner to Canada. 


Extradition Demanded. 
Washington, Feb. 4.—Great Britain's 
request for the extradition of Werner 
Van Horn, the German charged with 
dynamiting 
the 
Canadian 
Pacific 
bridge over the St. Croix river, today 
rested in the state department. Offi- 
cials consistently declined to discuss 
it except to point out that it was a 
most unusual and complicated case. 
When the evidence Is received by 
mail the application for 
extradition 
and evidence will be sent to the local 
magistrate in Maine, where Van Horn 
is held on charges preferred by the 
state. 
The secretary of state, how- 
ever, finally has discretionary powers 
and if he had reason to believe that a 
prisoner may be tried for a political' 
offense he may withhold extradition 
Whether Van Horn's act was a vio- 
lation of American neutrality was dis- 
cussed among officials as a question 
that might raise another complication 
in the proceeding.

SCHOOL MEN ARGUE 


TO RETAIN COUNTY 


EDUCATION BOARDS 


Brilliant Array of Educators Appear 


at Hearing on Senator Burke's 


Repeal Law.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 4.—School men 


of the state appeared in force against 
the repeal of the county board of edu- 
cation law before the 
senate state 


affairs committee Wednesday 
after- 


noon. 
Only the author of the repeal 


law, 
Senator Burke, appeared for it. 


He explained he introduced the bill 
at the request of the Oconto county 
board of supervisors, and he also felt 
personally that the law was not rein- 
edymg the defects 
in 
the 
county, 
school system and that it took school 
affairs farther away from the people. 


Patzer Against Repeal. 
C. E. Patzer of the Milwaukee nor- 
mal school and chairman of the legls-1 
lative committee of the State Teachers' 
association, was the principal speaker 
against the bill. 
Others were Presi- 
dent John F. Sims of the 
Stevens 
Point normal school; W. W. Williams 
Milwaukee, for ten years a school 
man in the state of Oregon; and M 
D. Larson, 
McFarlane, 
president of 
the Dane county board of education 
Many normal 
school 
regents 
and 
presidents attended the hearing, which 
was very largely attended. 


Senator Burke noted that most of 
the county boards of supervisors have 
resolved against the law, and said the 
people of the state are opposed -to it 
at this time, that it is superfluous and 
should be cut .out. He 
believed it 
takes school matters out of the hands 
of the people, and that improvements 
in the system should come from other 
sources. 
He declared 
the education 
board's functions are more advisory 
than its actions are man VHory. He 
did not feel the board could or will 
accomplish anything. 
If the county 


superintendent is not able to inspect 
all the schools he believed assistant 
superintendents should be appointed 
to share the burden. 


"The county board of education is 
not going to remedy any latent or 
patent defects in our school system," 
he declared. 


Senator Burke said he would not 


oppose Senator Ackley's proposal to 
leave the establishment 
of 
such a 
board in each county to the option of 
the county concerned. 
,, 
Why Law Is Opposed. 


Mr. Patzer read summaries of re- 
p Ss .°|T *h'i>' stat« superintendents 
and of United States Commissioner of 
Education F. P. Claxton, all favoring 
the law. Asked by Chairman Perry to 
define the motive of its opposition 
Mr. Patzer answered it lay in the un- 
willingness of county boards or town 
boards to relinquish the settlement of 
boundary questions now handled by 
the county board of education, and to 
the fact that town chairmen are de- 
prived of ?3 a day formerly paid them 
for settling 
such matters. 
He de- 
clared the cost under the new system 
is small. 


Senator 
Stauaenmayer Questioned 
the propriety of Mr. Patzer appearing 
in the role of "lobbyist," and inouired 
into his compensation. Mr. Patzer ad- 
mitted he received a compensation for 
expenses from the 
normal board of 
regents, and justified his action on the 
ground that he appeared as a friend 
of the country schools for whose wel- 
fare he was first of all concerned 


Mr. Patzer also presented the reso- 
lutions unanimously adopted by the 
County Superintendents' association 
last week favoring the retention of the 
law,

educational matters, only three or four 
out of sixty-four members showed up

Ice to Save Their Lives.—

Chicago, Feb. 4.—The steamer Iowa, 


of the Goodrich Transit 
company, 
sank in Lake Michigan, about three 
miles off the river mouth, today after 
being crushed by what lakemen de- 
clare was the heaviest ice jam seen. 
in years off the Chicago harbor. 


The crew of seventeen and one pas- 
senger clambered to the ice pack as' 
the vessel settled and struggled over 
ice to the shore. 


Those who reached safety the first 
declared that no one had been lost. 


Caught In Ice Jams. 
The Iowa, beaten back 
from the 


Chicago harbor Tuesday night, made 
a fresh start 
from 
Milwaukee last 
night, and with the Racine and other 
vessels was caught in the ice floes 
off this harbor 
this 
morning 
The 
vessel, valued at $150,000, carries a 
miscellaneous cargo valued at from 
$50,000 to $75,000. 
Officials 
of 
the 
company say it was fully insured. 
Messages 
by 
wireless 
from the 
steamer were received shortly before 
the Iowa sank, asking for help. Cap- 
tain Garland of the life saving station 
manned a tug and started at once for 
the ship. 


Two hours before city employes on 
the north shore thought they saw two 
men struggling toward the shore over 
the ice hummocks. 
The life savers 
rushing to tho rescue saw the shin 
sink. 


The steamers Kansas, Arizona and 
Racine, the former two held fast in 
the ice, were only a short distance 
from the Iowa. 
The Racine, which 
was in clear water though hemmed In 
by ice, started to the rescue of those 
on board the Iowa. Later the Racine 
was reported to be sinking, but this 
report was not confirmed. 


Ice Hampers Rescue. 
The city flreboat Graeme Stewart 
was much hampered in its progress 
by the ice, and made slow progress 
toward the scene. 


Occupants of the Carter H. Harrison, 


crib telephoned to the water depart- 
ment that apparently all the persons 
on the Iowa had left the vessel before 
it sank. 


The Iowa wa.s of 1,157 gross tonnag* 
and 202 feet long. 
The vessel w«« 
built at Manitowoc in 1S96, and was ot 
wooden construction. 
Her crew num- 
bered fifteen. 


A northeast wind drove the ice to 


the southern end of Lake Michigan, 
and when in- a few miles of the Chi- 
cago river the Iowa's captain found 
his vessel in the plight of several 
other boats, fast in the floes. After 
hours of fruitless efforts 
to 
break 


through, the boat was turned 
back 
and returned to Milwaukee. A fresh 
start was made from there last night, 
but the Iowa was caught again before 
daylight. 


Wireless Tells of Danger. 
The first indication of the accident 
came in a wireless message to 
the 
owners, in which the Iowa's captain, 
reported that his boat was held fast 
and was leaking and that the ice was 
"running." 


Huge cakes 
of 
ice 
-were forced 
against the side of the vessel, cracking 
the timbers and piercing the sheathing. 
Feverish work on the part of the crew- 
failed to atop the leak, and further 
punctures resulted as huge masses of 
ice surged against the ship. 


Within half an hour from the time 
she began to sett.le the Iowa sank. She 
lifted to the starboard and then sank 
on an even keel until the final plunge 
was made, bow-on. Not a spar or mast 
was visible after she sank. 


Watch Crew Escape. 
Spectators of the wreck watching 
from the roof of a lake front sky- 
scraper reported that the Iowa's men 
reached the government breakwaters 
which guards the mouth of the Chi- 
cago river, and had climbed on it after 
a perilous walk of a mile and a half 
across the ice. Two tugs were mak- 
ing their way to the pier. 


The steward of the Iowa, Chas. Pin- 
soncault, reached shore at 11:55 and 
reported that all on board the vessel 
had taken to the ice and were strug- 
gling over it. 
He said he believed 
they would reach shore Safely. 
He 
said there was one passenger aboard 
the vessel. 


Passed Fcderal'lnspectlon. 
Milwaukee, Feg. .4—The steamer 
Iowa, which sank in the ice off Chi- 
cago today, was last inspected by tho 
federal inspection officials at Milwau- 
kee on April 23, 1914. The report of 
inspectors showed the vessel to be In 
good shape, and with a marking of Al. 
The Iowa was built in 1896 and re- 
built in 1911. 


After the accident in Chicago on 
July 16. 1913, when she sank in her 
dock, the steamer 
was 
raised and 
taken to .Manitowoc, where she was 
thoroughly rebuilt and considered as 
good as new. 


The Iowa had 1,157 gross tonnage 


and is equipped (o carry 200 passen- 
gers. When the steamer sank at her 
dock in Chicago July, 1913, she had a 
cargo of general merchandise. 
It Is 
said here that there was no lives lost 
in the dock accident. 


The steamer Georgia will replace 
the Iowa on the regular run.

What they say to congress 


comes to this—that the steamship 
companies are now charging 20 cents 
a bushel to take wheat to Europe; 
before the war they were charging- 4 
rents a bushel; this is a high-handed 
outrage at the expe'nse of the poor 
American farmer; therefore give u« 
530,000,000 to go into the shippin^ 
business. 


The twin secretaries did not seem 


- 
to find it expedient to mention to 
congress that when ocean rates were 
4 cents the farmer was selling his 
wheat in Chicago at SO cents a bushel 
and that now when ocean rates are 
20 cents the farmer can get $1 45 a 
bushel in Chicago. If these facts had 
been mentioned, it might have oc- 
curred to some congressman that it 
is the European consumer, not the 
American fanner, who is paying the 
freight.

Will Introduce Bill Recommends Es- 


tablishment of Court to Settle 


Petty Squabbles in State. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 4.—The' settle- 
ment of petty squabbles by means of 
a court of conciliation may be given 
a trial in Wisconsin, if the bill recom- 
mended by the legislative1 committee 
that 
has 
been 
investigating 
the 
organization and system o£ courts in 
Wisconsin is enacted into law. The 
committee recommends the establish- 
ment of such a court in Wisconsin. 
The questions of courts of- concilia- 
tion was recently brought to the at- i 
tention of the public by Chief Justice | 
J. B. Winslow of the supreme court, 
who discovered 
a 
provision in the 
state constitution, to which no atten- 
tion had ever been paid, providing 
for their establishment. 
It is over 
sixty-five years since this 
provision 
was incorporated in the constitution, 
without an effort to follow 
the -ex- 
press mandate. 
A bill to give the 
scheme a trial will be presented at 
once. 
Such tribunals exist in some Eu- 
ropean countries and are successful 
in disposing of a large percentage ot 
the petty disputes that arise between 
neighbors amicably and without the 
expense 
of litigation, according to 
the report which has just been made 
to the legislature. 
An independent investigation was 
made by Chief Justice Winslow of 
the 
subject. 
He. found that 
the 
modern tribunal of -conciliation seem- 
ed to have its origin in the Kingdom 
of Denmark in the 
year 
1795. He 
found in one report that of 31,000 
controversies brought before the tri- 
bunals 
of conciliation in one year, 


21,000 were amicably 
settled, 
600 
were abandoned by the parties and 
the remainder resulted in lawsuits be- 
fore the ordinary courts. 
, 
"This seems a great record," com- 
ments Justice- Winslow. 
Justice Winslow found 
that 
the 
constitutions 
of New 
York, 
Ohio, 
Indiana, North Dakota 
and several 
other ./states incorporated provisions 
in their constitutions for these con- 
ciliation boards, 
but 
no direct use 
was ever made of them. 
"Every lawyer knows and every 
judge knows, nearly every 
man of 
experience in the world knows that 
many a lawsuit on some slight and 
in some cases upon some Imaginary 
wrong has dragged along for years, 
squandered 
the 
money 
of 
both 
parties, stirred up ill will perhaps for 
generations and finally left.no tangi- 
ble result save its 'crop of bad blood 
and hats," comments Justice Wins- 
low ia discussing the boards o£ con- 
ciliation. 
"Truly it must be admit- 
ted that mediation if it could 
be' 
made 
practicable, 
would be of the 
greatest 
assistance 
ia. 
reaching 
speedy settlement 
of controversies 
which now serve no purpose except 
to create animosity and heart-burn- 
ing and to deplete the resources of 
both litigants perhaps to the point of 
begging."

UNITED STATES'LOSS 


Downfall of 
German 
Emoire, Saya 


Speaker, Would Spell Ruin for 


Thi« Country. 


, St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 4.—Dr. -Bern- 
hard Dernburg, the former 
colonial 
secretary of the German empire, in an 
addrfis-j here last night argued that the 
--„ 
sequence in~the interruption of 
trade between Germany and the United 
bLates, through Great Britain's com- 
mand of the sea, both transportation, 
and communication, is that "the war 
TT u Ge™a.ny is a war 
against the 
United States." 


The speaker, who is making a series 


of addresses, told tonight of the com- 
mercial embarrassments now suffered 
by Germany and the effect upon neu- 
tral countries. After reviewing the 
resources of this countrv and describ- 
ing it as the 
chief 
purveyor to the 
world of oil, lumber, cotton and cop- 
per, Dr. Dernberg told of the situa- 
tion la Germany, where about 70,000,- 
000 people are living in a territory no 
larger than California, which means, 
he said, about 85 Germans to 
one 
Callfornian in the same 
area. The 
country, he said, was rich only in coal 
and potash, so far as the natural re- 
sources 
were 
concerned. "So that 
German genius," he said, "has had to 
be applied in 
the 
manufacture of 
highly finished goods, importing raw 
stuffs not only for manufacturing pur- 
poses, but also for home consumption. 
"On this .basis an enormous tracts 
has been established between the 
-United States and my country. 
Of 
cotton no less than 2,150,000 
bales 
have been purchased here during the 
last year. Jn 
copper, Germany is 
the 
best • customer 
of the 
United 
States. Of wood 
and lumber 
her 
purchase in this country have been 
constantly increasing." 
. Dr. Dernburg, supported by figures 
issued by the Department 
of 
Com- 
merce, told how these imports have 
been paid for through ,an exchange 
for commodities such as fertilizers,

smaller articles which Germany by 
the most affected system of applied 
science and technique is able to turn 
out cheaply and in good quality.

SCHOOL FOR INSANE 


IN OHIO INSTITUTION. 


THrKCIJlr, TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Massillon. O., Feb. 4.—Patients 
at 
the state hospitals here are pupils in 
one of the first Schools for the in- 
sane ever established. 
The 
object 
is to endeavor to improve the mental 
condition .of the patients. The theory 
IB that mental exercise is the best 
stimulous for diseased minds, just as 


I physical exercise is supposed to pro- 
mote development of the body. 
Supt. H. C. Eyman .originator of 
the plan, today said he found a vast 
degree of mental . range among the 
patients. 
Some 
are 
surprisingly 
bright; others inconceivably dull and 
unable to assimilate any-sort of in- 
struction. The plan is to enroll as 
many 
as 
possible in 
the 
unique 
school, although the courses taught 
will be rudimentary. The wards are 
divided Into classes and each class is 
given instruction appropriate to its 
degree ot mental development. 
"The pupils are just the same as 
grown up children," said Dr..-Eyman. 
"There bodies have grown-up, but 
their minds are those of children." 
"The school work has this primary 
advantage, it keeps the minds of the 
patients engaged and thus aids those 
whose 
condition Is 
aggravated by 
constant brooding and 
worry. Be- 
sides it keeps busy those who other-, 
wise would not be occupied."

While 
there is plenty of room far retrench- 
ment on many lines, there is also 
need of a carefulness, in the hand- 
ling of this repeal measure, it Is not 
always the law that increases the 
taxes of burdens of the' people, of 
times it is the lack of enforcement 
of aforesaid law or measure that 
does the mischief plainly speaking 
the' public servant that has 
the 
power, be either because of unfaith- 
fulness to duty, or a. lack of backbone 
fails exercise or wield that instru- 
ment in the cause of the public weal. 
There is one measure that is being 
discussed, that ough't to attract the 
attention of every farmer who has a 
boy or girl to educate. We, today, 
stand at the open door of a new era, 
so far as rural education is concern- 
ed, we' have now in Wisconsin what 
is considered to be by the best au- 
thorities in America, the basis of one 
of 
the best laws, 
for the 
future 
benefit 
and 
uplift 
to 
our 
rural 
schools. 
The 
law creating 
these 


County boards of education was not 
trembled upon the people 'without 
thought or plan, nor for the reason 
ot catering from them an unneces- 
sary tax but was made to meet a 
crying 
demand. 
For 
years 
the 
County boards of supervisors of our 
state have neglected to our rural 
schools by not giving adequate super- 
vision or providing for special com- 
mittees to take charge of that part of 
county s business. 
I never realized 
so much the 
need of our 
rural 
'schools, until brought face' to face 
with actual facts as.they exist today 
only a few miles from our county 
seat, When our honorable board of 
supervisors at their last meeting in 
January voted in favor of repealing 
the law, without any consideration as 
to whether it was a necessary or an 
unnecessary evil, such an unfair and 
unjust proceeding of a board having 
in hand the' business of "our county, 
was uncalled for and unbusiness like. 
What is the matter with the differ- 
ent 'county boards of supervisor of 
the State of Wisconsin-today? They 
are sore, because the new law took 
away from them a trust they had 
neglected, and refused in more ways 
than one to give the proper super- 
vision that its growing needs de- 
manded. I. question if fifty per cent, 
of our Rock County board of super- 
visors know or care to know the con- 
dition of our schools as they exist 
today nor the. wideness of the chasm 
separating our splendid well equip- 
ped, aristlcally designed, high schools 
ot the city, from the many barn like 
structures, 
poorly ventilated, with

TITLED TO MORE REVENUE. 


Product! of Plow and. Farmer Who 


Live* at Home Should Be 


Exempt From Increase.

lecturer National Farmers' Union. 
The recent action, of the interstate; 


Commerce Commission In granting an 
Increase In freight rates In the eastern 
classification ot territory; the applica- 
tion of the roads to state and inter- 
state commissions for an increase in 
rates, and the.utterances of President 
Wilson on the subject bring the farm-. 
ers of this nation, face to face with the 
problem of an Increase in freight 
rates. It is the policy of the Farmers' 
Union to meet the issues affecting the 
welfare of the farmers squarely and 
we will do EO In this instance. 


The transp'oflation facilities of the 


United States are inadequate to ef- 
fectively meet the demands of com- 
merce and particularly in the South 
and West additional railway mileage 
la needed to accommodate the move- 
ment of farm products. If in the wis- 
dom of our Railroad Commissions an 
increase In freight rates Is necessary 
to bring about an Improvement in our 
transportation service, and an exten- 
sion of our mileage, then an Increase 
should be granted, and the farmer is 
willing to share such "proportion of 
the increase as Justly belongs to him, 
but we have some suggestions to make 
as to the manner in which this In- 
crease shall be levied. 


Rates Follow Lines of Leact Resist- 


ance. 
x 


The freight rates of the nation have 


been built up afong lines of least re- 
sistance. 
The merchant, the manu- 


facturer, the miner, the miller, the 
lumberman and the cattleman have 
had their traffic bureaus thoroughly, 
organized and in many instances they 
have pursued the railroad without 
mercy and with the power of organ- 
ized tonnage they have hammered the 
life out of the rates and wi.th unre- 
strained greed they have eaten .the 
vitals out of our transportation system 
and since we have had railroad com- 
missions, these interests, with skill 
and cunning, are represented at every 
hearing in which their business is 
Involved. 


The farmer is seldom represented 


at rate hearings, as his organizations 
have never had the finances to em- 
ploy, counsel to develop his side of 
the case and, as a result, the products 
of the plow bear an unequal burden 
of the freight expense. 
A glance at 


the .freight tariffs abundantly proves 
this assertion, 
.Cotton, the leading 


agricultural .product of the South, al- 
ready bears the highest freight rate of 
any necessary commodity in com- 
merce, and the rate on agricultural 
products aa a whole is out of pro- 
portion with that of the products of 
tho factory and the mine. 
( 


We offer no schedule of'rates, but 


hope the commission will be able to 
give the railroad such an increase in 
rates as is necessary without levying 
a further toll upon the products of 
the plow. The Instance seems to pre- 
sent an opportunity to the Railroad 
Commissions to equalize .the rates as 
between agricultural and other classes 
of freight without disturbing the rates 
on staple farm products. 


What U a Fair Rate? 


Vfe do not know what constitutes a 


basis for rate making and have never 
heard of anyone who did claim to 
know much about it, but if the pros- 
perity of the farm is a factor to be 
considered and the railroad commis- 
sion concludes that an increase in 
rates is necessary, we would prefer 
that it come to us through articles of 
consumption on their journey from 
the factory to the farm. We would, 
for example, prefer that the rate on 
hogs remain as at present and the 
rate on meat bear the increase, for 
any farmer can then avoid the burden 
by raising his own meat, and a farm- 
er who will not try to raise his own 
meat ought 
to be penalized. We: 


think the rate on coal and brick can- 
much better bear an increase than 
the rate -on cotton and' flour.' We 
would .prefer that'the rate on plows 
remain 
the 
same, and machinery, 


pianos and such articles as the poor-; 
er farmer cannot hope to possess bear 
the burden of increase. 


The .increase in rates shpuld .be. so1 
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afrarige'a that tne"fa?nieiV^?n<y'lrres 
at home will bear no part of the bur- 
den, but let'the farmer who boards 
In oth6.» •states and countries and 
•who feeds his-stock in foreign lands, 
pay the price of hi» folly. 


Illustrating the character of unnecei- 
sary expense! to which we refer. 


Union Oppoiei "Full Craw" Bill. 
The Texas Farmers' Union regls-. 


twed its.opposition to thi» character' 
of legislation at the last annual meet- 
Ing held in Fort Worth, Tex., August. 
4, 1914, by resolution, which we quote, 
as follows: 


"The matter of prime importance 


to- the farmers of this state: is an ade- 
quate and efficient marketing system; 
and we recognize that such a system 
is impossible without adequate rail- 
road facilities, embracing the greatest 
amount 'of 'service at the least pos- 
sible cost We further recognize that 
the farmers and produce™ in the end 
pay approximately 96- per cent-of. the 
expenses of operating the railroads, 
and it is therefore to the interest of 
the producers that the expenses of 
the common carriers be as small as 
is possible, consistent with good, ser- 
vice and safety. We, therefore, call 
upon our 
law-makers, 
courts 
and 


juries to bear the foregoing facts In 
mind when dealing with the common 
carriers of this state, and we do espe- 
cially reaffirm' the declarations of 
the last annual convention of our 
State Union, opposing the passage of 
the so-called 'full-crew' bill before 
the thirty-third legislature o£ Texas."- 


The farmers of Missouri in the last 


election, by an overwhelming ma 
jority; swept this law off the statute 
book of that state, and it should 
come off of all statute books where 
it appears and no legislature of this 
nation should pass such a. law or 
similar legislation which requires un- 
necessary expenditures. 


The same rule applies to all regu- 


latory measures which increase the 
expenses of industry without giving 
corresponding benefits to the public. 
There is ofttimes a body of men as- 
sembled at 
legislatures—and 
they 


have a right to be there—who, in 
their zeal for-rendering their fellow- 
associates a service, sometimes favor 
an increase In the expenses of in- 
dustry without due regard for the men 
who bow their backs to tne summer's 
sun to meet the payroll, but these 
committees, while making a • record 
for themselves, rub the skin off the 
shoulders of the farmer by urging the 
legislature to lay another burden 
upon his heavy load and under the 
lash of "be It enacted" goad him on 
.to pull and surge at the traces of civil- 
ization, no matter how he may sweat, 
foam and gall at tbe task. When 
legislatures "cut a melon" for labor 
they hand the farmer a lemon. 


The farmers of the United States 


are not financially able to carry "dead 
heads" on their payrolls. 
Our own 


hired hands are not paid unless we 
have something for them to do and 
we are not willing to carry the hired 
help of dependent industries unless 
there Is work for them. 
We must 


therefore insist upon the most rigid 
economy. 


Legislative Houtie-Cleaning Needed. 
While the war is on-.and there is a 


lull in business, we want all legisla- 
tive bodies to take an inventory of 
the statute books and wipe off all 
extravagant and useless laws. A good 
house-cleaning Is needed and econo- 
mies can be Instituted here and there 
that will patch the 'clothes of indigent 
children, rest tired mothers and lift 
mortgages from despondent h<3mes. 
Unnecessary workmen taken oft-and 
•useless expenses chopped down all 
along tho line will add to the pros- 
perity of the farmer and encourage 
him in his mighty effort to feed and 
clothe the world.1 


If any of these industries have sur- 


plus employes we can use them on 
the 
farm. 
We have no regular 


'schedule -of wages, but we pay good 
farm hands on an average of $1.60 
per day of thirteen hours when they 
board themselves; work usually runs 
about nine months of the year and the 
three months dead time, they can do 
the chores for their board. 
If they 


prefer to farm on their own account, 
there are more than 14,000,000,000 
acres of idle land on the earth's sur- 
face awaiting the magic touch of the 
plow. The compensation is easily ob- 
tainable from Federal Agricultural 
Department 
statistics. 
Tho 
total 


average annual sales of a farm In 
the continental United States amounts 
.to $516.00; the cost of operation IB 
$340.00; leaving the farmer $176 per 
annum to live on and educate bis 
family. 


There is no occasion for the legis- 


latures making a position for surplus 
employes of industry. Let them come 
"back to the soil" and share with u» 
the prosperity of the farm. - '
